How did the city of New Castle 
obtain the mountainous piles of 
ashes for use last winter may be 
the question of many, but which 
Glenn Throop, city engineer, ex­ 
plains in his annual report. 
He 
reports that in the spring of 1935, 
arrangem ents were made with the 
A. S. & T. P. company whereby the 
city could obtain all the ashes from 
the plant. 
They were stored. 
A 
large am ount of the ashes was placed 
on the slippery hills during the win­ 
ter. Carmi Glover, the commission­ 
er of streets, is the man who headed 
the brigade that kept the lanes 
safe for descent and ascent this 
winter. 


Miscellaneous work performed by 
the engineers and street depart­ 
m ents during 1935. according to the 
city engineers annual report, fol­ 
lows: 
Repaired concrete gutters in 
Friendship 
street; 
cast 
concrete 
curbs; opened catch-basins follow­ 
ing snowstorms; built a drain 300 
feet long for a spring on Croton 
avenue hill; graded, rolled and ashed 
dirt streets; 
cleaned 
and 
tarred 
joints on some concrete streets; laid 
730 feet of sanitary sewer on Center 
street (WPA job), and cleaned gut­ 
ters. 
repaired 
culvert 
pipes 
and 
with aid of WPA employes and non­ 
city trucks removed snow. 


The report of the city engineer for 
1935 shows th at the major street j 
repairs consisted of: 
Resurfacing 
now and then of North Mercer stre e t5 
with stone and ashes; repaired con­

because she had no marriage dowry 
to bring him. As a result ot this, 17 
recent West Baton Rouge brides 
have received substantial marriage 
gifts.

However, before he died he amassed 
a fortune. At the time of his death 
he had two large plantations and 
more than 500 slaves.

1. Examinations if properly ad­ 
ministered should be looked upon 
by teachers and pupils as a regular 
part of the instructional procedure 
of the school. If examinations are 
properly conducted and wisely used 
m connection with the grading sys­ 
tem they will offer no occasion for 
nervousness 
among 
pupils. 
The 
period of review, organization and 
testing which precedes an exam ­ 
ination 
affords 
an 
o p p o rtu n ity 
which every sincere pupil 
should 
welcome. 
2. 
Final semester examinations 
may be given in the time of one 
regular class period. 
The value of 
an examination is not determined 
by its length. 
When it appears to 
be expedient to do so a teacher may 
give her examination in two install­ 
ments on two different days. 
It is 
not necessary to suspend the regu­ 
lar class instruction for a period of 
one or two weeks in order that ex­ 
aminations may be given.”
